The evidence of perjury, forgery, false im- 
personation, crooked registration and fraud 
in half a dozen forms at the last election is 
overwhelming. It remains to fix the guilt. 
In one day between 1,500 and 1,600 legal voters 
were disfranchised in the very central portion 
of the city. The revision in two of the wards 
was barefaced fraud. Evidence has been ob- 
tained showing that wholesale fraud was com- 
mitted in the First, Second, Fourth, Tenth, 
Twelfth, Twentieth and Twenty-eighth Wards. 
In several of the other wards the election was 
corruptly conducted, but not on such an ex- 
tenstve scale as in the wards named above. 
To fix the gulit mould be an easy task fora 
grand-jury armed with full authority to 
inquire into every detail of the management of 
the election. Hundreds of forged names 


appear on the books of the 
deputy registrars in some of the 
wards. Tracing these signatures to 
the forgers will be an easy undertaking. The 


books were delivered to the deputy registrars 
at the office of the Recorder of Voters at the 
City Hall, and if they passed out of the hands 
of these parties before their return to the Re- 
corder it was for no legal purpose. 
EACH OF THESE DEPUTY REGISTRARS 
subscribed to the following oath: 
IJ. — having been appointed to the office 
of —— of the City of St. ulis, do solemnly 
swear that I will support the Constitution of

The vote ot Cesar Lucas was rejected, 
though he claimed to be a registered voter 
and had lived in the same house for years. 

Jobn Kellar found that his name had been 
voted by a ‘‘repeater’’ early on election day. 

John B. Cain of 12% South Third street and 
Christian Pfister of 122) South Third street, 
Albert Hortez of 1114 South Fourth street, 
Jacob Rueger of 1113 South Thira street, John 
Naplersky of 1261 South Thira street, John Jack- 
son of 1242 South Third street, John Duggan 
of 1223 South Third street, were refused 
the right to vote at Precincts 29 and 30, Third 
Ward, as their names did not appear on the 
book, though they had registered from 
these numbers and had previously voted trom 
them. Pfister had lived at the same number 
for fifteen years.

AN OLD CITIZEN’S EXPERIENCE. 

Samuel Goldstein of 2318 Franklin avenue 
Was an angry man on election day. Mr. Gold- 
stein is au old soldier and has for many years 
been a resident of this city. He has long been 
registered from the above number. During the 
session of the Board of Revisers, just preced- 
ing the last election, a deputy calied on Mr. 
Goldstein. The men had been acquainted fora 
long time and on consulting the books the 
reviser said Mr. Goldstein’s registration was 
allright. A few days later, after the Board of 
Revision had adjourned, the Deputy United 
States Supervisor called on some old citizens 
to help him verify the poll-books of the pre- 
cinct, and among others called on Mr. Gold- 
stein, Who, on looking over the book, found 
that his name had been stricken off witha 
number of others. 

HE WILL SWEAR TO Ir. 

A negro living on Morgan street tells a queer 
story on a Tenth Ward worker, and expresses 
his willingness to swear to the statements. 
On election day, according to his statement, 
he went to a house in the Morgan street alley 
near the western end of the ward, and there 
found aman witha copy of the poll-books, 
from which he was reading off names 
and addresses to some colored men 
who wereinthe room. The man says that he 
at once saw that repeaters were being sup- 
plied with names to vote at the polis near by. 
He expressed his surprise, and was offered $25 
to say nothing about what he had seen. He 
received 316 then and said nothing, 
but has since concluded that he had 
better not carry out the compact 
for fear of getting into trouble. He 
states that he is willing to give the details of 
the affair and the names of the other witnesses 
to the Grand-jury if called upon. His name 
and address has been furnished to the special 
counsel for the Government. He will be called 
before the Federal Grand-jury when it next 
meets. 
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WASHBURN’S LETTER BUREAU. 


Serious Charges Against the Ex-Minister ta 
France by Indignant Frenchmen, 


New YORK, January 19.—A Paris special to 
the Times says: The publication in Scribner’s 
Magazine of ex-Mininister Washburn’s “Remi- 
niscences of the Siege and Commune of 
Paris, has created a good deal of indignation 
in France and the comment of Le Figaro, that 
„Mr. Washburn shows very little sympathy 
for us, may be fairly accepted as expressing 
the general sentiment here in retaliation for 


what the French consider as _ uncalled 
for insinuations in the reminiscences, 
Mr. Washburn's record as Minis- 
ter of the United States in Paris 


during the siege of the city, has been over- 
hauled and some of the stories told in connec- 

tion with his action during those troublesome 

times, if true, do not redound exactly to his 

credit as the diplomatist of a friendly power. 

The most compromising of them has been told 
by Prince de Wittgenstein, who was military 
attache to the Russian Legation in Paris 

during the siege and who occupied the 
game relation to the French and German 

armies, as a bond of communication thas 

Mr. Washburne did to the diplomate shut 

up in Paris and the German Chancellor. 

The Prince’s story is well worth repeating, 

if only to give Mr. Washburn a chance to 

contradict it, or to evade itin the next bateh 

of ‘‘reminiscences.’’ 

THE PRINCB’S STORY. 

Before and during the siege of Paristhe 
Prince de Wittgenstein, who is the husband 
of the Princess de Mingrelie, had his official 
residence at No. 120 Champs Elysee. One day, 
he says, two ladies appeared and delivered 
to his valet two letters, accompanied by two 

louis. The letters were addressed to rela- 

tives of the ladies in the provinces, and the 
Russian General was some what astonished 
when his valet presented them to him with 

the gold. He began to sniff a mystery, 

but it was insolvable to him un- 

til the following day, when the ladies 

appeared again and asked for the return of the 
letters and the money. They told the Prince 
that they had made a mistake. They had been 
informed that he had made of himself a kind of 

German Post- oflce; that he exchanged letters 

daily with Versailles, and that on the payment 

of 20 francs (about $4) be used his facilities to

The hall has 
a number of entrances and he had them all 
thrown wide open and called on the people 
when they would not remain to divide and 
use all the doorways, but they paid 
no attention to him. In fact, many 
of them construed the manager’s ear- 
nestness into proof that there was 
a fire, and thus he increased their exertions to 
get out. The whole crowd, as it with one im- 
pulse, made for the main entrance. It hap- 
pened that among those who first reached it 
were a number of women and children who 
had been occupying some of the rear seats. 
They were overborne by stronger men at- 
tempting to passthem and asthe women and 
children fell at the door-way as stumbling- 
blocks they tripped up others who were 
crushed down by the 

RUSH OF THE FRANTIC CROWD. 

Ittook but a few minutes to empty the 
house, and the alarm was so thorough that not 
asoul among the entire audience refrained 
from the struggle to getout. When the peo- 
ple, after reaching the street, ascertained the 
facts of the situation, a scene of great disorder 
ot another kind ensued, caused by the dis- 
covery that numbers were missing. Then a 
rush back was made. This, however, was 
stopped at the main entrance by the police, 
who arrived and assumed control. 

Seventeen corpses were found inside the 
theater, nearthe door. They were all torn, 
crushed and disfigured. It was found that of 
the dead twelve were women, three were 
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boys, one was a gir! and the other a man. The 
remains were almost unrecognizable. ye 
witnesses say that the way the strong men 


who got uppermost in the struggle at the doo 
crushed and trampled on those who tell down 
in the conflict was 

INDESCRIBABLY RUTHLESS AND BRUTAL, 
although, of course, not willful, it being a 
supreme case of every one for himself. It 
is stated that a number of infants, carried in 
their mothers’ arms and clung to through all 
the panic, were also crushed or smothered to 
death, and that a number of others were 
fatally injure !. Ths scene during the 
attempted returi of the crowd was 
palntul in the extreme, The bereaved 
remained at the doorways all night, waiting to 
have their dead restored to them, and the la- 
mentations of the women were heart-break- 
ing. The police have been giving a number of 
contradictory stories about the cause of the 
panic. One statement is that thieves started 
the cry of ‘‘fire’’ for the purpose of getting 
an opportunity to despoil the many rich 
jewesses in the hall of the costly jewels they 
bore on their persons to the entertainment.

The only question is 
to the lawfulness of the act.

AT THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF VESSEL 
INSPECTORS. 


——ů— 


Two Million Souls Carried on the Biver—Only 
One Bad Boiler—Absence of Color-Blind- 
ness—A Big Field Covered—A Novel Postal 


Institution. 

Capts. Gordon and Schaffer, local inspectors 
of steam vessels, in their annual report to 
Capt. David R. Asbury, Super- 
vising Inspector, state that in the 
year ended December 81 there 
have been inspected 156 steamers of all classes 
and grades, divided as follows: Eighty- ve 
passenger, 49 ferry, 20 towing, 1 freight and 1 
pleasure yacht, the aggregate tonnage being 
44,885.68 gross and 44,358.81 net tons. Fees for 
the same amounted to $8,281.90. 

PASSHNGERS CARRIED. 

During thetwelve months 1,027 officers of 
ali classes and grades have been licensed. The 
greatest number was of masters, of whom 868 
got licenses; chlef engineers came next with 273 
and then followed 178 inferior engineers, 
129 mates, 79 pilots. Of the 368 masters 804 
received licenses with pilots’ license com- 
bined. In the year 12 steamers have 
gone out of service, with an aggregate 
tonnage of 2,023.66 tons, which 
has been but partially offset by 


the coming into service of six steamers, 
whose tonnage amounted to only 75.73 tons. 
A host of people have been carried on board 
the steamers, the report placing the 
number of passengers at 2,020,000. On 415 
round trips, or 880 trips, counting both ways, 
$41,764 passengers have been carried. he 
permits issued to steamers for excursions 


were 152. 
_ COLOR BLINDNESS. 

Out of 386 boilers examined but one was rup- 
tured under hydrostatic pressure. Thirteen 
steamers have — ordered to the dock@ for 
repairs. A singular thing noted in 1886 was 
the treedom of the applicants for 
pilots from color-blindness. Out of twenty- 
three examined not one was found to be at- 
fected by that kind of blindness. The in- 
spectors say this is something very unusual, 
hardly ever a yous assing without somebody 
being caught for defective 8. 

In the year there were % lives lost which in 
the report are said to have been lost from 
„miscellaneous causes. Of these 84, all but 
were sacrified in the La Mascotte disaster. 

A BUSY BOARD. 

The record of miles traveled, 9,191, shows 
that the St. Louis board of two in- 
spectors covers more territory than 
any other in the United States. 
Their inspecting journeys extended 
from St. Louis, all along the lssiseipps from 
Cairo, III., to Keokuk, Io.; on the Illinois 
River to Copperas Creek dam, and on the Mis- 
souri River as far north ase Yankton, 
Dak. Such a field to cover would seem 
to preclude the possibility of their 
attending to anything else, but nevertheless 
they managed in the midst of their other 
work to give the La Mascotte catastrophe a 
complete and exhaustive investigation, the re- 
sults of which have already been 

ablished in the Post-DisPaTCH. In 1886 the 
nspectors have traveled a great deal more 
than in 188. About the only falling off was 
notea in the tonnage of the steamers in- 
spected, 

THE KICKERS’ KINGDOM. 

The Post-oftice authorities are arranging to 
transfer the ‘‘complaint’’ desk, or as it is 
officially designated ‘‘inquiry’’ counter, from 
Superintendent Harlow’s office on the Locust 
street side to Superintendent of City Delivery 
Kiernan’s on the Olive street front. The rea- 
son forthe change lies in a desire to place this 
convenient object of grumbiers’ spleen nearer 
the public drift. The complaint desk has 
come to be quite an institution in the 
Post-office and there the growlers and the 
kickers have full sway. As a consequence 
many of the weuknesses of humanity are 
there uncovered. Superintendent Har- 
low states that the past year the 
complaints for lost letters and 
packages have averaged about one hundred 
per month. It is aruleimthe postal service 
that whenever the sender of a letter makes a 
complaint that it has not reached its destina- 
tion, the authorities are compelled to 
trace it up. This opens the floodgates 
to disappointed letter writers who flock 
around Mr. Bach’s smiling face, sometimes as 
many as a dozen a day, to find why 
no answer has been received. Impe 
cunious young fellows stranded in 
the future great who have written 
home for funds are frequent caliers. Their 
reply generally is:: Why do I know the let- 
ter’s lost? Becausedad wouldn’t go back on 
me like this. In this, as in other cases, a 
blank is filled out and sent to the Post-oflice of 
destination, where, of course, it turns out the 
letter was received all right, but had not been 
answered.

MoreMoney Asked to Prosecute the Inquiry 
Into Election Frauds—The Conroy-Bosley

Froude, his son, Mr. Ashley Froude, being 
present when this arrangement was dis- 
cussed and confirmed in the full sense as 
stated above. So the matter rested until my 
uncie’s death. On February 14, 1881, still be- 
fore the publication of the reminiscences, Mr. 
Froude wrote to me proposing to di- 
vide with me the profi of the first 
English edition, which profits amounted to 
£650. I demurred to this as incon- 
sistent with Mr. Froude’s engage- 
ment. On the 2Ist of Febru „1881, Sir James 
Stephen wrote to me that Mr. Froude was 
**perfectly satisfied’’ with the following note 
made by Sir James Stephen of a conversation 
with me: ‘‘Mrs. Alexander Carlyle says that 
Mr. Froude, some time ago, promised to give 
her the whole proceeds of the reminiscences 
when published, ana that she informed her 
uncle of this intention, and that he approved 
of it, and under these circumstances sbe de- 
clines to receive any share of the proceeds less 
than the whole.’’ 

This note was phrased by Sir James Stephen, 
not by me. Afterward, on the same day, Mr. 
Froude wrote to me: ‘‘I had settled in my 
own mind that you ought to have halt of the 
English re of both books, the reminis- 
censes and the ‘Life and Letters’ to follow. Of 
course you shall have every farthing that 
comes from the reminiscences.’’ 

Two days later, on the 23d of February, 1881, 
Mr. Froude wrote to me: ‘‘Iam bound to tell 
you that Ashley (Mr. Frounde’s son), who 
was present, it seems, at one of the conversa- 
tions about the copyright entirely confirms 
your account of it. am utteriy ashamed of 
myself, and can only suppose that the addi- 
tion of anewvolume with fresh matter (the 
article ‘Jane Welsh Carlyle’) and a general 
sense that I had been ink- 
ing a good deal about the 
American part of the business, had confused 
my memory of wnat had passed, and led me to 
believe that I was free to arrange the details 
over again. Ido not wonder now at anything 
which you have thought of me.’’ 

The reason of my consulting a lawyer was 
not, as Mr. Fronde suggests, to enforce the 
payment of this money, but to try, if possible, 
to prevent Mr. Froude from misysing the ma- 
terials for the biography as, by common con- 
sent, he had misused those of the ‘‘Reminis- 
cences. 

I repeatedly offered to give up to Mr. Froude 
the whole proceeds of the reminiscences, pres- 
ent and future, as well as the copyright of it, 
if he would act upon his public undertaking 
contained in his letter to the London Times 


of May 9. 1881, namely: Would at 
once restore to me the papers 
and not proceed with the biography. 


Mr. Froude and his co-executor and friend, 
Sir James Stephen, having suggested that the 
proceeds of the reminiscences, as well as the 
papers, might belong to Mr. Carlyle’s resid- 
uary estate, I further offered to provide the 
executors with a substantial indemnity against 
any possible claim from the residuary lega- 
tees. Ihave notsoug!it,neither has Mr. Froude 
offered to me, subsequent to his letter of 
the 2list of February, 1881, any profits but 
those derived from the publication of the 
reminiscences, less £300 which he retained, 
in satisfaction,’’ to use Sir James Stephen’s 
words, of anyclaim he might have in re- 
spectof the manuscript, called ‘Jane Welsh 
Carlyle,’ or in respect of his own labor in 
preparing the work or otherwise.’’

A QUEER ROBBERY. 


Tray Containing $1,000 Stolen From a Jew- 
eler’s Show-Case in Daylight. 


Last evening about half-past5o’clock Leo- 
pold Lippman, jeweler at 519 Olive street, dis- 
covered a show-case hung outside his shop 
had been forcibly opened anda tray contain- 
ing forty-eight diamond rings abstracted. 
He immediately notified the police 
and furnished the department with the 
best possible description of the stolen 


property. The showease is about 3 feet high 
and afoot wide. There is one door which, as 
the case was hung, was upon the east side and 
in view from the shop. There are four 
shelves for trays, the two lower being occu- 
pied yesterday with cheap rings, plain 
gold or inexpensively set circlets. The 
second shelf from the top bore the tray of dia- 
monds that had been labeled ‘‘$3 and up- 
wards.’’ The lower limit Mr. Lippman says 
applied toa thin gold ring with a diamond dip 
set in it. The top limit, $125, applied to 
a ring with eight pure white small 
diamonds set in pairs on a line drawn across 
the ring. Other rings were set with diamond 
clusters or solitaire. There were two glove 
rings, each cuntaining three small diamonds. 
One ring had a diamond in the center ot the 
set a turquoise on either side and pearis 
around the three stones; another was an 
engagement ring—two ruby hearts and dia- 
— in the setting. Said Mr. Lippman this 
morning: I ha occasion to take the 
two lower trays from the case about 4 
o’clock to sell a ring to a lady cus- 
tomer. The diamond tray was there all 
right then. I locked the door and tried 
it afterwards to be sure it was fast. The two 
trays were not returned to the case being 
placed in the safe. About5:30 Iwas return- 
ing from the engravers when I noticed the 
diamond tray was gone. I tried the door of 
the case, and although it was closed 
Ifound it unlocked. There were marks on 
the metal near the lock to show that some one 
had pried the door open witha strong knife- 
biade or thin chisel, and then I suppuse the 
person shoved back the bolt of the lock 
with his finger. No one appears 
to have seen the thief at work 
although the tray was stolen between 4 and 
5:30 Oo elock, when the street is full of poop’. 
My loss is between $800 and $1,000. would 
know every ring inthe case no matter where 
I saw it. he robbery is different. from any- 
thing I ever heard ot. 


RAILROAD COMMISSIONER HARDING, 


He Talks About Proposed Legislation for the 
Benefit of the Commission. 


Gen. Harding, member of the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners, is in the city looking 
after some oflicial printing. He said: We 
have been quite busy of late, as our offices in 
Jefferson City are the headquarters for in- 
formation regarding railroad legislation. Sev- 
eral bills are proposed already for the exten- 
sion of the powers of the commission. At 


present we have no authority to go into 
court and enforce obedience to our 
orders as to rates. The railroads 
claim that the State cannot delegate the fixing 
of rates to the commission, but have in gen- 
eral conformed to our orders. resentative 
Harmon has introduced a bill which is alniost 
identical with the Illinois law under which the 
commissioners are empowered to prescribe 
schedules of rates for each railroad. These 
rates are presumably just, and in court the 
schedules are prima facie evidence of their 
reasonabieness.

JUDGE PORTIS’ CLAIM, 

A statement from Judge Portis, which 
appeared in Tuesday’s Posr-Disraron, 
claimed that his argument before the 
Supreme Court had been misunderstood 
by Col. BRoaDHEAD. But, before con- 
cluding, the statement lapses into an ar- 
gument which, if it proves nothing else, 
certainly does prove that Col. BROADHEAD 
could not easily exaggerate Judge Poris“ 
remarkable claims in regard to the legal 
rights of railroads. 

The common expression that Mr. 
GOULD’s attorneys are expected to claim 
the earth for him loses its jocular com- 
plexion when Judge Portis seriously as- 
serts that the Constitution of Missouri 
clothes every incorporated railway com- 
pany with right of way wherever it 
chooses to lay a track between any 
points in this State, or to any point 
on the State line where it may connect 
with a railroad of another State; and that 
neither the State Legislature nor apy city 
authority can give to or take from such 
railway company the right to occupy with 
its tracks any street which may suit its 
convenience, subject only to what Judge 
PorTis considers “a proper exercise of 
their police power,’’ and which he de- 
fines to be only the power to regulate the 
running of trains on city streets as far as 
such regulation may be requisite for the 
protection of life, health and property 
and for the preservation of peace and 
good order. 

If Judge PORTIS made any such argu- 
ment as this before the Supreme Court, 
he certainly has no right to complain of 
anything that has been said about its 
scope and drift. According to his view, 
nothing but the courtesy of the railroad 
managers stands between the City of St. 
Louis and the occupation of any or all of 
her streets by railroads. Fortunately for 
city and people, his interpretation of the 
Constitution has never been ratified by 
the Supreme Court, and the police power 
as recognized by the courts has always 
been a much more comprehensive and 
effective protection against railroad ag- 
gressions than the police power as defined 


by railroad attorneys.

THE EXTREMES OF CORRUPTION, 


The news columns of the Post-D1s- 
PaTcH have recently given its readers 
some graphic illustrations of the malig- 
nant and corrupting influences which 
control certain departments of our 
politics. 

The story of the relations of the Gov- 
ernment with the Pacific roads is a story 
of the corrupting influence of money, 
when used by unscrupulous men in pro- 
tecting their gigantic and baleful mo- 
nopolies. Through the aid of this potent 
influence, the most sacred obligations 
towards the Government have been 
broken with impunity, the authority of 
the Government has been successfully 
defied, cabinets have been cheated, Con- 
gresses have been thwarted, and it is 
doubtful to-day whether the whole 
strength of the Federal Government is 
strong enough to destroy the entrenched 
power of the corporations it has created, 
and to enforce the obligations which 
created them. 

At the other end of the political vista 
we see local elections carried by the use of 
equally corruptdevices. Instead of mani- 
fold millionaires lavishing their wealth in 
buying seats in the Senate and in subsi- 
dizing a splendid and courtly lobby at the 
Capital, we see the bummers and vagrants 
of the slums hired by ward bosses and 
local manipulators to slip in false votes on 
forged names, to steal the ballots of the 
absent, to impersonate dead men and 
mythical citizens, and to cheat the people 
of the franchise by every device of politi- 
cal trickery. 

These two extremes are far apart, but 
they may come nearer to each other. The 
honest citizens have hard work now to 
resist the isolated attacks of the million- 
aire corruptionists on the one side. and of 
the needy bummers on the other. What will 
the situation be if ever these remote but 
cognate harpies of politics join handsina 
united effort, and if the millions of the 
monopolists are utilized for the need and 
greed of the bummers and ballot-stuffers? 


APTER THE HIGH HAT. 
The dramatic war on the high hat has 
been begunin atimid, tentative and desul- 
tory manner. Theatrical managersareasa 
rule deeply versed in the ways of woman 
and though they look on the high hat 
as another nail in the coffin of the drama, 
they approach the question of its removal 
with that carefulness which is the fruit of 
long experience. They do not rudely op- 
pose it. They would prefer tocircumvent 
it. They would not order it off, but try to 
coax itoff. They offer inducements. They 
seek to enlist public opinion on their side.

They report progress through the daily 
papers. They recognize that their mis- 
sion is a delicate one.

The Sun says: Mr. Hermann of Oregon 
has introduced inthe House a bill proposing 
a constitutional amendment providing for the 
election of United States Senators by the peo- 
ple. Such a proposition is often heedlessly 
made.

The 
intent of the makers of the Constitution was 
that Senators should represent the States. If 
Senators were elected by a popular vote small

resentatives in another. What good reason is 
there forachange? The safe rule is: Don’t 
tinker with the Constitution any more than 
can be helped.’’

The 
outrages on American commerce multiplied, 
but the Administration never mustered cour- 
age to use the powers which been conferred 
upon it.

Will any 
Democratic leader guarantee the enforcement 
ofthe act by the Administration if Congress 
sanctions it? Whatis needed is an Administra- 
tion that is not overcome with internal flabbi- 
ness whenever the necessity for decisive ac- 
tion arises.

The Times says: ‘‘The method by which the 
Tories prepess to put their Irish legislation 
through the House of Commons must seem to 
the members of that body even more revolu- 
tionary than the legislation itself. It is pro- 
posed that the leader ofthe opposition shall 
moye ſor a cloture whenever he chooses, and 
that a majority shall suffice to carry his 
motion. Inthis form the cloture will be in 
the House of Commons exactly what 
the provious question is in the House of 
Representatives. Theoretically the minority 
can be suinmarily gagged by either. Practi- 
cally it has been found in Washington that by 
means of motions to adjourn and calls for the 
yeas and nays, a persistent minority can ex- 
tort from the majority a reasonable time for 
debate. This is the right of the minority, 
while it is not its right to defeat the will of the 
majority or to delay its enforcement after dis- 
cussion. The new rule, should it be carried, 
will not be likely to work any serious in- 
justice.’’

Lonpon, January 19.—[Oopyrigut, 1877. 
The Queen intends to go to Aix-les-Bains, at 
Easter, for three weeks. Her Majesty. who 
will be accompanied by the Princess Beatrice 
and Prince Henry of Battenberg, will leave 
Windsor on Monday, the 4th of April, cro3s- 
ing in the Royal yacht, the Victoria and 
Albert, trom Portsmouth to Cherbourg, and 
proceeding from that port direct to aix-les- 
Bains by special train. 

TALLEYRAND’S HEART. 

Apropos of the anecdotes in last week’s 
Truth about the brains of King James II. of 
England and the heart of Louis XIV. of 
France, the fate of Prince Talleyrand’s heart 
was almost as strange.

We are hypocrites, the vilest of hypocrites, 
if we profess to be indignant over the Turkish 
atrocities in Bulgaria, buvif we do not insist 
upon a stop being put to the atrocities that 
are now taking place in Ireland under the 
fostering hand of magistrates and constables.

“JUDGE” ANDERSON. 


The Swindling Exploits of an American 
in London.

until after the first payment to be handed 
over to the purchaser of the property. An- 
derson said that for their protection a deposit 
of $2,500 on each side would be required. 
Then Deaken paid Anderson $500 more and ho 
and his father returned to America. Just be. 
fore they sailed, howeyer, Anderson induced 
them to pay him $1,500 additional, and in a 
short time after they arrived at home they re. 
ceived a cable from Anderson asking for $3,009 
to meet urgent taxes. Thus it went on until 
finally Deaken concluded to come over and 
investigate. He says he found no real trace 
of the property, that no taxes had been paid, 
and that no expenses whatever had been ip. 

He swore 
out a warrant for Anderson’s arrest. Ander. 
son distinguished himselt here for six months 
past by many extravagances. When arrested 
he had on his person over $1,000 in Bank of 
England notes. It was reported that he had 
become suddenly very rich through 
money coming to him from large estates 
here. One of his acquaintances 
was Senator Palmer of Michigan whom 
Anderson had once putin nomination before 
the State convention for Governor. Ander. 
son is not over 87, was a drummer boy in the 
civil war, once practiced law in Detroit, was 
brought up at Jackson, and has a devoted 
wife and a bright little boy. Mrs. Anderson 
is completely crushed and has nota penny, 
all her husband’s money having been seized 
by order of the court. While many of Ander- 
son’s acquaintances were surprised, there are 
some who were prepared for something of 
this kind, their suspicions having been aroused 
by his extravagances. 


BOYCOTTING BEEWERBS. 


The Differences Between the New York 
Brewers and Retailers.

New YORK, January 19.—The Wine, Liquor 
and Beer Dealers’ Central Association, at 
their meeting yesterday afternoon, No. 52 
Union square, formally declared war against 
the brewers’ pool. There was a large attend- 
ance of representatives from the various local 
associations, and Brooklyn sent a committee 
to speak for the retailers overtheriver. The 
first business was the report of the associa- 
tion’s committee which had been appointed at 
the request of President Ehret and 
Secretary Siefert of the Brewers’ 
Exchange, to confer with the pooled 
brewers concerning their contro- 
versy with the retailers. The committee re- 
ported that they had met the executive com. 
mittee of the brewers on December 31, when 
it was admitted that section 6 of the pool 
agreement was open to the objections urgei 
against it. The brewers agreed to appoint a 
subcommittee to devise, with the co-opera- 
tion of the association’s committee, an amend- 
ment to section 6 that should be agreeable to 
all concerned. f 

THB REPORT CONTINUED: 

Your Committee and the subcommittec held 
a conference at which we presented the fol- 
lowing amendment to section 6 for consider- 
eration: 

Section 6. The undersigned hereby stipulate 
and bind themselves one with the other, is 
consideration aforesaid, not to sell, deliver, 
directly or indirectly, any beer in the counties 
ot New York, Westchester, Kings, Queens, Sul- 
folk and Richmond of the State of New York, 
and in the counties of Hudson, Essex, Union, 
Bergen, Passaic, Middlesex and Mormouth 
of the State of New Jersey, to any trade“ 


except membersin good standing of the asso- 
ciation belonging the Central 
Association of New York and “Kings 
County who produce certificates from their 
local associations issued by the Central Asso.

The Feud 


The cuarrel broke out last Jane, when it was 
reported in Washington that Mr. Jones was to 
be appointed United States Consul at Callao.

The other son, Cuthbert 
Bullitt Jones, th: man who insulted Mr. King, 
escaped by a desmrate leap.’’

How Sergt. Grossmm’s Wife Used It to 
Deceive Her Husband.

New Tonk, January D.—The wife of J. E. 
Savage, a rather good looking steam-fitter, 
who resides on East Niith street, gave birth 
to triplets on the evenirg of. January 4, and 
two ot them died. The zurviving child, a girl, 
disappeared two weeks ago and Mrs. Savage 
told her husband that sle knew nothing about 
it. She was suffering atthat time from a tem- 


porary aberration of mind and her husband 
anxiously awaited her recovery in order to 
get some clue to the infant’s whereabouts, 
On Sunday Mrs. Savage told her hus- 
band that she had given the child to 
a Mrs. Hart, who lived at Fort Ham- 
liton. The further informatiou that 
Mrs. Hart was wealthy did not satisfy Savage. 
On Monday be went to Fort \iamiiton and saw 
Justice Church, who did not know a Mrs. 
Hart in the village. He and Savage called at 
the Post-office and found that two letters for 
Mrs. Hart had been cailed for by Agnes Mac- 
key, a young girl who lives with the family of 
Gilbert Deserault in Fourth avenue, near 
Ninety-third street, New Utrecht. Accom- 
— by a policeman Savage called at the 
ouse and inquired for Mrs. Hart, but nobody 
knew her at that address. They then asked if 
a baby had been seen around lately. Mrs. 
Deserault said that Mrs. Maggie Grossman, 
wife of First-Sergt. Grossman, Battery I, Fifth 
Artillery, bad presented that gentleman with 
a daughter on the evening of January 11.

A CRACK IN THE WALL. 


The Alarm at the City Hall and the Result 
of Expert Examination. 


Some uneasiness has been occasioned 
among the occupants and visitors of the City 
Hall of late by the appearance of a crack in 
the front southern haliway, which is clearly 
lined on the white plaster of the wall and runs 
from the rear doorway of the hall 
to the ceiling under the turn in the 


staircase. The seam is broad 
and black and stands out 
with photographic distinct- 
ness. The attention of the 
Mayor bas been directed to 
it, and many of the Counecll- 
men as they have ascended 
the stairway have paused in 
alarm and viewed thethreat- 
ening line. Engineer Hadd 
bas passed an expert opinion 
upon the security of the 
structure, and Commission- 
er Kledus has also made an 
examination of the enemy. 
Asaresultof the inspection 
of the two last-named gen- 
tlemen, it developed that 
the crack was no crack atall, 
but a very curious pit of evi- 
dence in natural history. In- 
stead of being a break in the 
laster it was a little road 
ullt upon it. Throagh the 
ridge, as it may be properly 
— runs a 5 rr 
nto which might be put a 
The Tunnel. sectional half of areed pipe- 
stem. This tunnel is the secret passage of 
a bug; not a family or species of bugs, but a 
hermit; a single bachelor and singularly 
modest six-wheeled little fellow whose busi- 
ness demands his attention on both floors of 
the City Hall. His tunnelis built of and cov- 
ered with a home-made cement of mud and 
plaster. The bug bas taken bis material from 
near the baseboard of the lever floor and 


mixing it with his saliva has carried 
it up the side of the door frame, and 
bit by bit constructed his shed. 


This represents the work of months but ita 
great utility more than repays him for his 
time and labor. The tunnelis oven seven feet 
in length and covers a surface over which his 
bugship probably made twenty trips a day. 
These trips necessary in his business subjected 
him to exposure in all kinds of inclement 
weuther, as the hallways open directly on the 
street. They aiso pew him in full view 
of any spider or warlike bug of larger propor- 
tion who might wish to lawlessly prey upon 
his commerce. Several times since the con- 
struction of his trunk line, or since its discov 

ery, enterprising naturalists nave chipped off 
sections of it and have left him exposed to the 
rude gaze of the public for the space of two or 
tnree inches. Itis quite wonderful at such 
times to see the rapidity with which he 
crosses the open country thus created and 
the industry with which he has repaired the 
damages. A curious feature of his building is 
that it is provided at every few inches with 
littie switches leading from it at an accute 


angle like the barbs ona fish hook. The pur- 
pose of those branch offices ia not apparent 
at a glance. On those occasions 


when portions of the track have been 
demolished he has utilized the spurs to locate 
in, and from which to make hurried and 
periodical sailies of reconnoissance to the 
storm-swept district. Some astute and 
thoughtful gentlemen have submitted that his 
bugship bas a partner in his possession,and the 
spurs are switches into which one runs while 
the other passes. Whatever be the reason for 
the many peculiar thinxs done by the uncon- 
ventional insect the fact remains that he in- 
tends to maintain his muddy right of way over 
the trackless wall. While other incorporators 
have been petitioning the Municipal Assembly 
for franchises this enterprising mechanic has 
constructed his tramway and has it in full op- 
eration for both freight and passenger traflic. 


CALLED HIM A FOOL, 


The Reason Wm, Dille Gives for Murdering 
His Wife. 


A curious crowd gathered this morning 
around the little one-story frame house at 1924 
Angelrodt street, the scene of yesterday’s 
tragedy, the story of which was toldin the 
Post-DisPaTcH.

Daly's Company in “Taming of The Shrew” 
—Amusement Notes.

New Yoru, January 19.—The fierce wind 
howled over the pavements of Broadway inst 
night and blew a very 
sized audience into Daly’s The- 
ater where ft was announced 
that the production of the 8 
chestnut, *‘Taming of the Shrew,’’ would be 
given.

The conviction in 
every unbiased mind at the final fall of the 
curtain was that Shakespeare was quite 4 
writer and that eventhe ‘‘Shrew’’ in ite en- 
tirety could be endured, although a judicial 
editing, such as Carrie gave it, would mate- 
rially improve its acting merit. The ‘‘induc- 
tion or prologue afforded Geo. Clarke ample 
opportunity to show his sterling qualities. 
That the story of Katherine and Petruchio, 


told by Ada Kehan and John Drew, must over- 
shadow all minor incidents, all attendant 
plots, goes without saying. 

Mise Heban’s merits are conspicuous as her 
taults are giaring, and both were freely dis- 
played in the extraordinary cbaracter of 
Katherine.
